near the mine with the violence of an earth­ 
quake. 
The force of the shock was tremen­ 
dous, and made itself heard and felt within a 
wide radius of the shaft. 
Peop le turned p ale 
with terror as they felt the startling convul­ 
sion and hoard the low rumbling sound of 
the subterranean shock. 
Those who were in 
the vicinity of the shaft saw a great cloud of 
dust emerge from the p it. 
Lverylnxly felt 
that a fearful disaster had occurred, and Su­ 
p erintendent Atherton at once ordered out 
ambulances and stretchers, an l had them 
manned near the mine to afford aid to the 
injured. 
It took but a little time to determin. the 
extent of the fall. 
It covered a vas; area, 
and extended from the top of Diamond vein 
No 14 to the lower vein, 20 * feet below. This 
terrible subterranean wreck made a teariul 
crash, sp reading death and terror within as 
well as without the mine. 
The first intima­ 
tion the miners had of their p eril was in the 
rush of dust and debris along the galleries m I 
cluunbers of the colliery. 
The air swep t 
through with the force of a w'lirlwai 1, bn 
]H*lled l>y the mighty crash which came with­ 
out a moment 's warning. About don men and 
boys were emp loyed in the workings.

p anic which followed was fearful. 
Those 
who were not caught by the bowlders ran for 
their lives, but found their p rogress most p ain­ 
ful, as the rumbling and crashing sounds all 
about warned them that death was still near, 
and made them feel that every moment would 
be their last. 
Most of the men worked their 
way out through the level into the sunlight. 
The killed and missing, as nearly as could 
l>e ascertained, were as follows: John Shafer, 
a married miner, 50 years old, killed.

ing: John Young, a miner, 55 years old, miss- 
sing; Patrick McNulty, married, seven dul* 
dren, missing; Cormac McGuire, a miner, o5 
years old, married, two children, missing; 
Patrick Kavanaugh, a miner, aged 45, m ar­ 
rie d , six children, missing: Patrick Murp hy, 
a laborer, aged 35 years, single, missing;

Parental Duti es 
Paren ts an d teachers are join t-gun r- 
tlian s of y outh. 
They d eal with the fu* 
ture man an d woman in the plastic stage 
of existen ce. 
Their in fluen ce upon an y 
gen eration can n ot easily be over rated , 
but upon reflection it is plain that the 
work of paren ts an d teachers can n ot be 
con fin ed to a sin gle gen eration . 
Such as 
d o the work of the world to d ay are es 
sen tially what those who had charge of 
them d urin g the formative period of their 
lives mad e them. 
An d they in their turn 
will con ceive what men an d women 
should be by what they are themselves. 
Forty y ear ago school privileges were 
n ot equal to those en joy ed by the y outh 
of the presen t time. 
Outsid e of populous 
town s the school term was brief. 
But 
even then paren ts regon ized the n eed of 
ed ucation . 
As the time d evoted to gain ­ 
in g a kn owled ge of the “ three H V in 
an y y ear was scan t, paren ts took great 
in terest in the schools an d were an xious 
that their child ren should make the most 
of tlicir privileges. 
Practically speakin g, 
in man y section s, ed ucation was then 
compulsory . A d ay lost from the term 
was alway s regretted . 
The paren ts mad e 
common cause with the teacher of their 
child ren . 
The join t-guard ian sbip was 
recogn ized bv each, an d the con scien tious 
teacher foun d his o r her best aid in the 
co-operation of the paren ts 
In those early d ay s paren ts d id n ot ab­ 
d icate when the teacher mad e his ad ven t. 
On the con trary , they became still more 
vigilan t in the d ischarge of their d uties 
as co-workers. 
They stud ied the teacher 
closely , estimatin g his or her value ac­ 
cord in g to the in terst d isplay ed . 
They 
might have ceased to in terest themselves 
in the progress of their child ren , sin ce 
they had provid ed them with a teacher 
whose busin ess it was to expan d « their 
plastic min d s an d mould their characters. 
But, as a fact, the paren ts d id n ot aban ­ 
d on the charge of their child reu. 
They 
watched them with ever-in creasin g in ter­ 
est, an d were quick ton ote^very step of 
progress. 
Naturally the teacher felt the 
respon sibility thus imposed . 
He was al­ 
way s aware that the paren ts of his pupils 
were sittin g in the seat of Jud gmen t. He 
was aware that jud gmen t in this case ex­ 
ten d ed to his own work. 
If a child 
seemed to remain station ary , the fact w as 
n oted by the in telligen t paren ts, who at 
on ce con ferred with the teacher. 
On 
tho other han d , if a child mad e remarka­ 
ble progress, the teacher was con gratu­ 
lated by the paren ts, an d 
¡11 that way was 
mad e to feel that his labors were appre­ 
ciated in the right qurtcr. 
It was then the fashion to let child ren 
kn ow that the con scien tious 
teacher 
stood n ext to the paren ts, n ot on ly in au­ 
thority . but ills« » in d ign ity , 
it was n ot 
the fashion for the child ren to feel that 
in an y ease of d isagreemen t their paren ts 
would , of course, sustain them an d con ­ 
d emn the teacher. J'rpurU trials an d 
jud gmen ts were in frequen t. 
Complain ts 
of the teacher were followed by con fer 
cn ee with the accused , an d child ren were 
mad e to feel that the join Pguurd iun ship 
was very real an d practical. 
An d they 
were taught to treat the teacher with d e­ 
feren ce. 
In New En glan d there were 
three person s to wham obed ien ce was 
d ue—the parson , the teacher, an d the 
squire. 
The paren ts expected the teacher 
to give in struction s in man n ers in ad d i­ 
tion to the common text-book bran ches. 
Tims there grew up amon g paren ts, 
teachers, an d child ren , a mutual un d er­ 
stan d in g that often became as poten tial 
in the busin ess of ed ucatin g as was the 
acquired kn owled ge the teacher was en ­ 
gaged to impart. 
Child ren recogn ize the 
pact between paren ts an d teacher. 
But, 


can n ot be d eceived as respects the in ter­ 
est felt in its progress by its paren ts. 
If 
the paren ts seem to care very little, the 
child in evitably becomes 
listless an d 
careless, an d good work is thou a matter 
of d ifficulty , if n ot impossible, 
So vital was ed ucation regard ed in some 
region s forty y ears ago, that the matter 
of selectin g trustees, or d irectors of 
schools, was laid d eeply to heart by par­ 
en ts. 
It was i.ot often that an ign oran t 
mat* was selected . 
It was in frequen t 
that an immorral or irreligious man was 
selected . 
In some Stales political affilia­ 
tion was n ever con sid ered further than 
to recogn ize men of all affiliation s in the 
board . 
The selection of teachers was 
mad e with great care, an d when on e 
came before the board he was told that 
in just action s he would be sustain ed n ot 
on ly by the board , but by the paren ts. 
He was mad e to feel that the in terest of 
his patron s d id n ot begin an d en d with 
the mere act of hirin g him to teach. 
Thus cheered an d sustain ed by gen erous 
recogn ition an d good con scien ce, the old - 
fashion ed teacher d id remarkable work 
with quite in ferior applian ces. 
Like causes prod uce like results; an d 
with the vigilan t co-operation an d j u­ 
d icious sy mpathy of the presen t gen era 
tion of paren ts; teachers of the presen t 
d ay can move forward in the path of 
profession al d uty , buoy an t with hope, 
an d con scious of the ability to mould 
character an d in fluen ce min d , that will 
be felt as a power in the world s work 
when their pupils have become mature 
men an d women , an d they themselves 
are approachin g the mellow sun set of 
life, clear in con sien ce an d con ten ted 
with achievemen t. 
But alas, for the teacher an d the school, 
when d irectors are careless an d paren ts 
in d ifferen t! 
Vet even the d rawbacks 
should on ly in spire the true teacher to 
mo ie un flaggin g zeal, an d more self-sac­ 
rificin g efforts to lift his pupils in to the 
tran sformin g light of men tal culture, 
go o d morals, an d well bred d eportmen t 
Duty thus faithfully performed will, in 
the fin al outcome, brin g its own exceed ­ 
in g rich
